CONFERENCE COMMITTEE.

They Advise the Municipal Assembly to 
Make No Appropriation for the Board of 
Revision— Delegate Stone vs. City Coun- 
selor Bell— Recorder Williams Outlines 
His Plans—Crowding Out Small Ice Deal- 
ers—Municipal Matters. 


At midnight a conference committee com- 
posed of Councilmen Rohan, Nelson and Bell 
and Delegates Stone, Murphy and Lynam con- 
cluded to recommend to the Municipal Assem- 
bly the rejection of the item appro- 
priating $1,008 for a Board of Revision. 
At the same time they rejected City Coun- 
selor Bell’s opinion that the appropriation 
would bea legal one as the summoning of a 
Board of Revision for the coming election was 
authorized by law. To this conclusion the 
committee was brought mainly through the 
arguments of Delegate Stone, who entered 
his legal opinion against that of the 
City Counselor before a jury predisposed in a 
proportion of five to one in his favor. The 
points referred to the City Counselor by the 
conference committee which sat on last Mon- 
day afternoon and decided by him yesterday, 
were that the coming election will be a gen- 
eral election, and that the summoning of the 
Board of Revision was legal. 0 

Delegate Stone to-day said: On next Friday 
evening we will recommend that the item ap- 
propriating money for the Board of Revision 
be stricken out, as was done in the House; in 
other words, that the Council concur in the 


House amendments.’’ 

„Jou reject the City Counselor’s opinion, 
then?’’ 

„Tes, he contradicts himself. In his 
opinion he says the coming election will be a 
general one. In the second section of the 
ordinance, which he prepared, providing 
for the coming election he says 
it willbe a special election. We think it will 
bea special election. If it’s a general 
election the ordinance is unconsti- 
tutional and the whole business will 
be thrown overboard by the courts. 
I have a decision of the Supreme Court of 
North Carolina which settles the point com- 
pletely. A registration was — — there. It 
was not even a Board of Revision and the 
taxpayers who were voting on a charter 
amendment resisted the payment of the tax 
in court and had the whole election, which 
was a special one and not a general one, 
declared nulland void. The registration was 
not legal.’’ 

City Counselor Bell was asked what he had 
to say in reply to he actfon 
of the committee, and replied: ‘‘I have noth- 
ing to say. Ihave given my opinion and do 
not wish to discuss the subject any further. 
I have no interest at stake. My duty ended in 
giving the opinion requested. I don’t wish to 

iscuss the point further.’’ 

THE WORK GOES ON. 

While the Democratic Delegates are inter- 

legal objections to the Board 
Revision and the purification 
of the registration lists, the Board 
is sitting and the work is going on. 
Williams is working quietly but with great de- 
termination. Yesterday afternoon the 
Board of Revision organized. This aft- 
ernoon the Board met at 8 


p. m. 
Discussing his plans Recorder Williams said, 


„When the of Revision sat in 1886 a pre-. 
cinct canvass was made. The frauds disclosed 
were so startling that we hesitated to acton the 
revelations, then suggested that the 
mail test adopted in New York be used here, 
and that I be authorized to strike off such 
names as both the precinct canvass and the 
mail list proved to be erroneously®registered. 
I seleeted some of the most rotter localities 
and sent out letters. There were 4, names 
stricken off, and let me tell you a remarkable 
fact in that connection. Of the 4,800 
names stricken from the lists I 
do not believe that A single 
person applied to have the action corrected. 
That was significant. Since then we have dis- 
covered 9,281 false or erroneous fregis- 
trations. These have been submitted to 
five different tests and each verifies the other. 
I will present these names to the Board show- 
ing them the original precinct registra- 
tion then the number actually 
voted in November, ’86, and April, 87; the 
number of registrations made in the mean- 
time; the result of the precinct canvass and 
the result of a comparison with_the city 
directory and the result o a test 
made by sending to each name and address @ 
return letter. The evidence of the clerks who 
have compiled the wings wi 
be presented to the Board, and I shall sug- 
gest that these 9,281 names be stricken 
off at once and published so that any person 
who may have a right to be reinstated will 
haxe plenty „ of time to apply 
for reinstatement.’’ The plan of 
award canvass which the law contemplated 
would require upwards of 7,000 hours accord- 
ing to a calculation that I think accurate, and 
we eg hy only 1,400 hours in which to do the 
work. 

The Board will meet eight days as a Board 
of Revision and then sit two days as a Board 
of Review. 


Crowding Out Small Dealers. 


The bill regulating the cutting of pond 
ice is still in the hands of the Sani- 
tary Committee of the House of Dele- 
gates. The section relating to the licens- 


ing of dealers meets with considerable 
opposition. A suggestion has been made to flx a 
license on wagons, but the legality of the pro- 
position is in dispute, and the com- 
mittee accordingly referred the bill to 
City Counselor Bell yesterday afternoon. 
The smaller dealers object to the proposition 
to tax dealers $150 per year. Concerning this 
Mr. John Lunsmann said: ‘‘The proposed 
ordinance regulating the sale of pond ice is a 
good thing for the protection of the health of 
citizens of St. Louis, but the clause to 
tax all ice dealers of the city 
$150 per year license is not just and right for 
the small ice dealers. The idea of Comfort, 
Bonner, Muckermann and other large dealers 
that run from six to twelve wagons each, pay- 
ing only $150 license, the same asI who run 
one wagon. 

If these large dealers are willing to pay $150 
license for every wagon they run then I am 
willing to pay the same, or if $150 for each 
wagon is too much for them to pay, make it 
$50 foreach wagon. Another thing the com- 
mittee will have zo look into is this: 

There are a great many wood and coal yards 
in this city that run ice wagons and sell ice at 
their respective yards during the summer. 
They pay a merchant's license of $l for every 
$1,000 they sell, besides their regular wagon 
license each year. Can the city collect another 
license from these men? 

Under their merchants’ license they have a 
right to sell any merchandise they choose to 
handle, and the city certainly has no right to 
collect a second license from them. I think 
the whole thing originates from last *s ice 
pool, and the attemptof the larger ers to 
freeze out the small ones.

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DOINGS IN HE COURTS. 


THE -DAILY DIVORCE. DOCKET WITH ITS 
CASES OF DOMESTIC WOE, 


New Petitions Presented by Deserted Wives— 
Death Dismisses One Branch of a Habeas 
Corpus Case— Decisions Handed Down by 
Judge Barclay Te-Day—Various Matters 
in Litigation Under the Dome. 


A petition for divorce was filed to-day in the 
Circuit Court by Josephine Denny against 
Alexander Denny. The application was pre- 
sented to Judge Barclay by H. Loevy, and an 
order of publication was granted. The mar- 
riage took place in March, 188. Mrs. Denny 


alleges that she did her duty faithfully as @ 


wife and treated her husband kindly and affec- 
tionately, but that he abused her in every 
way, neglected her and failed to provide for 
the support oftne family. Mrs. Denny com- 
plains that she was compelled to work in 
order to live; that her husband, although in 
receipt of.a salary of $100 per month, spent 
his money in drinking and dissipation and 
indulged in expensive bachelor habits. Asa 
bitter indignity his wife alleges that he denied 
his marriage to her and gave out the impres- 
sion everywhere that he was not married. In 
the end he absented himself from his home, 
and hes remained absent ever since. 


Alimony Wanted. 


A petition for divorce was filed in the Oir- 
cuit Court to-day by Mrs. Mattie L. Whittaker 
against Horace Whittaker. The marriage took 
place on the 2lst of February, 1862, and they 


lived together until the 18th of October, 1886. 
Mrs. Whittaker alleges that her husband ab- 
sented himselfand has remained away from 
her without any cause or just provocation. 
She declares taat she faithfully performed all 
her duties and treated her husband with kin4- 
ness and affection at all times. There were 
two children by the marriage, and the mother 
asks for their custody, together with a suit- 
able allowance for alimony, and the court is 
asked to order security to be given for pay- 
ment. 0 


A Decree for Mrs. Lincoln. 


Judge Seddon to-day granted a decree of di- 
vorce by defaultto Martha Lincoln against 
Thomas C. Lincoln. They were married at 
Ramsey, Minn., on the Ist of October, 1881, 
and they lived together until the 5th of May,

returned. The decree was granted together 
with the restoration of her former name, 
Martha Mutz.

ALL A MYTH. 


The Stories of Negro Emigration From 
Texas to South America. 


N. W. Cuney, member ofthe National Re- 
publican Committee from Galveston, Tex., 
passed through the city to-day on his way to 
Chicago to attend the meeting of the Commit- 
tee of Arrangements to be held in that city. 
To areporter of the POST-DISPATCH he said: 
‘*The stories that you hear continually about 
aie emigration from Texas are all 


myths. There is nothing whatever 
in them. There are ot least 
300, 000 or 400,000 negroes in the State of Texas 
and they are all satisfied and many of them 
wealthy. Many colored men own cattle 
ranches and some of them are cotton growers 
to some extent. The South is the home of the 
negro. It is his native land and the glimate 
suits him. Besides, it is the cotton Country 
and the negroes are the finest cotton growers 
inthe world. The State of Texas is a great 
cotton State and our crop of this year was 
1,350,000 bales, of which the City of Galveston 
handied some 800,000 bales. Of course New 
Orleans catches the crop in the other states 
through its river traffic, but Galveston gets the 
crop of the State. In Texas there are over 
60,000 negro voters, and their condition is im- 
proving every day. . It would be manifestly 
unwise for them to emigrate to South 
America or to any other country. 
Of course the negro vote is Republican, 
owing to historical and traditional influences, 
but that is qnly natural to expect. As for the 
State itself it is growing in population and 
wealth every day. The State now has nearly 
two million population and is destined to be- 
come „the great State of the South and the 
fest. 


A DRUNKEN PRISONER 


Carried Into Court and BRarshly Handled by 
a Deputy. x 

As the First District Police Court prisoners 

were being brought into court, this morning, 

one ofthem, J. J. Rice, charged with dis- 

turbing the peace, was so drunk that he had 

to be carried in by Deputy Marshal Andrew 


Hennerich. The latter has been laid up with 
sciatic rheumatism, and has very sore 
shins. Rice resisted and kicked Hen- 
nerichs on the sore shins, and an- 
gered him so that when he finally 
reached the dock with the prisoner he shoved 
himin with great force. Rice’s head struck 
the iron gate and his face was badly cut 
alongside the left eye. As the prisoner was 
too drunk to stand trial his case had to be con- 
tinued until to-morrow.

A VISIT TO THE PRINCIPAL ISLANDS OF THE 
WEST INDIAN ARCHIPELAGO. 


An Island of White Chalk—Home-Rule Ex- 
periment With ‘‘Wild Irish’—St. Kitts 
and Its Beauties—Uproarious Niggers— 
Antigua and Dominica, or Sabbath Isle— 
Sugar-Cane Farms, 


T does not often hap- 
pen that a man sits 
down to breakfast in 
New York on a cold 
morning in April with 
a well-expressed in- 
tention ot not ventur- 
ing outside his own 
door till the weather 
moderates, and then 
starts ou a voyage to 
the Caribbees before 
noon of the same day. 


Such, however, was the experience of the 
author of the present volume.

An hour later the level serpentine coast line of 
Anguilla came into view, and still later the 
barren chalk cliffs of Sombrero appeared like 
aline of breakers above the blue plane of 
ocean. 

Steering straight for the latter, which En- 
glish sailors call the Spanish Hat,the ship held 
her course until her travelers could distinctly 
see the lighthouse, built and maintained upon 
the rock-by the British Government, 

Of little value to man is this bare, storm- 
beaten islet, a few acres in extent, rising at its 
highest point no more than forty feet above 
waves that forever beat against its perpendic- 
ular sides. * * The island is formed of a 
perfectly white limestone; it shines and glis- 
tens in the dazzling sunlight until the eye, 
teased beyond endurance by the oe. gladly 
turns away from it to the restful green of 
fairer coasts in plain sight further to the 
south. Sombrero is barren and desolate, with 
never a tree, and scare a blade of grass or 
other green thing growing on it, save a few 
prickly pears, a strange cactus growth that 
thrives in the midst of desolation—not 
even moss can find place to cling to the nak- 
ed rock; afringe of deep red seaweed floats 
wide upon the water at tide mark ali round 
the foot of the cliffs, discoloring the foam and 
giving ita crimson stain. This lonely rock 
stands in the midst of the sea, a scorched and 
weather-beaten boundary, marking where the 
waves ofthe Atlantic Ocean meet and mingle 
with the waters of the Caribbean Sea. It is 
uninhabited, except by the keeper of the 
light-station and his assistants anda few 
quarrymen who live in miserable shanties, all 
huddled together near the middie of the is- 
land. These self-exiled workmen are engaged 
in breaking up the limestone rock, of which 
quantities are shipped away, to be used in 
making fertilizers. 

The Barracouta, which was the name of 
the steamship of our travelers, passed close 
by Sombrero on its leeward side,and aithough 
it saluted the little colony (whose people could 
be seen walking about on the shore like blatk 
and brown ants on a loaf of white sugar) with 
a dip of its ensign and a blast of steam whis- 
tles, no answer or recognition was returned 
by the islanders. 

After leaving Sombrero astern the steamer 
passed within a few miles of Anguilla,or Snake 
Island, a long,narrow,serpentine strip of land, 
as its name implies, inhabited by herdsmen 
who make but little if any attempt to culti- 
vate the unfruitful soll or prepare scant pas- 
turage for a few miserable herds of cattle and 
half-starved flocks of sheep. It was first col- 
onized some 200 years ago bya number 
of settlers whom Oldmixou, in his an- 
cient chronicle, quaintly calls Wild Irish to 
distinguish them from the English of Irelgnd. 
These Wild Irish’? enjoyed, for a time at 
least, allthe privileges of home rule, and the 
statement is made by West Indian historians 
that the colonists spent the time in fighting 
among themselves, like Kilkenny Cats, until 
the Government of Great Britain assumed the 
direction of their affairs without the formality 
of conquest or treaty of annexation. The 
island has remained under British rule until 


this day. 


Aguila extends northeast and southwest for 
fourteen miles and is at no place of greater 
breadth than three miles. The population is 
estimated tobe nearly 2,500 souls, whereof 
only one hundred are whites, the rest being 
either colored or of pure African blood. This 
small dependency, although under the Presi- 
dency of St. Christopher, has alocal govern- 
ment of its own, consisting of a stipendiary 
magistrate, paid from the imperial ex- 
chequer, ahd a vestry composed of three 
members elected by the islanders and three 
chosen bythe crown. These seven gentie- 
men conduct the affairs of the colony, direct 
ing the disbursement of an annual revenue of 
less than £600. It is fair to say that the an- 
nualexpenditures atno time exceed the in- 
come of this little government. 

To the south, in striking contrast to the low 
uninteresting level plain of Anguilla, St. Mar- 
tin towers above the sea in picturesque 
grandeur. 


Fertile meadows and plantations spread over 
the hillsides between the seashore and the 
dense forests on the mountain s ; here 
and there villages, isolated dwellings and 
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Passing the small islets of 8t. Bart’s Statia 
and Saba, the ship at length cast anchor in the 
harbor of Basseterre, chief town of St. Kitts. 

„ the lords et this beautiful island, calle 
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on name. He was engaged to do so from 
a consideration of the figure of its moun- 
tain, the island having at its upper part, 
as it were upon one of its shoulders, another 
lesser mountain, as St. Christopher is painted 
carrying our Savior upon his, as it were a 
little child.’’ The English upon taking pos- 
session called it St. Kitts, by which name 
the island is now generally known. St. Chris- 
topher can rightly lay claim to the proud dis 
tinction of beipg considered the oldest West 


Indian possession of the British crown, all 
the pretensions of France and the Barbadians ) 


notwithstanding. 

The island of St. Christopher lies in Latitude 
17 om. 18 min. N., in Longitude 62 deg. 48 min. 
W. The main body of the island is an oval 
nearly thirteen miles long; little less than six 
miles in width at its broadest part. Its entire 
surface, except towards the southeastern ex- 
tremity is very mountainous. Tue Conarrhve 
Hills uplift their heads around the lofty and 
precipitous crags of unt Misery, which 
towers heavenward in the center of the island 
to a height of 4,814 fest. * * At inter- 
vals here and there, among groves 
of palms, mango, tamarinds ceiba 
and many other wonderful flowering 
trees, the houses of the planters who own al 
this fair country overlook fertile valleys and 
meadows, the town and the harbor with its 
great fleet of ships. The peaks and summits 
of the mountains rise one behind the other 
until in the background, overtopping all, the 
almost inaccessible pinnacle of Mount Misery 
pierces the clouds that seldom lift from the 
top of this once active but now slumbering 
volcano. On infrequent cloudless days—for it 
is a rare occurrence to see Mount Misery un- 
covered at any season of the year—the biack- 
ened and fire-worn crests surrounding and 
overhanging its hideous crater may be seen a 
hundred miles or more out at sea. 

On casting anchor in the harbor the ship 
was immediately surrounded by a crowd of 
boats containing the most clamorous inmates. 
Stevedores and ‘longshoremen, fruitsellers 
and washerwomen, venders of knick-knacks, 
flowers, shells and coral, geological and bo- 
tanical specimens. But we must let the author 
tell his own story: 

All the congregation of traffickers howled at 
me, gesticuiating frantically, as each and 
everyone besought, 9 commanded, me and 
my fellow-obsérvers of the riotous scene to 
buy their wares, deliver up our raiment to ve 
washed or to take passage on their craft. The 
boatmen screamed out the names of their 
boats and their own names; they jostied their 
little vessels together in a flerce contest to 
approach nearest to the side of the ship orto 
bring their boats closest to the foot of the 
companion ladder. They threatened each 
other with terrible cries and frantic gestures. 
From moment to moment we expected to see 
a dozen or score of them tumble overboard. 
At times it seemed as if riot and bloodshed 
were inevitable, indeed, as if a riot had 
already broken out. The noise and confusion 
were more deafening and astounding than that 
created by cabmen at a railroad depot at home 
in New York, at times equaling the din and 
confusion of our Stock Exchange during a 
tight money market or a corner in stocks. 

Basseterre, the principal town of St. Kitts, 
isa town of sixteen or seventeen hundred 
dwellings, with a population of about seven 
thousand. The total number of inhabitants in 
St. Christopher is in the neighborhood of 
twenty-nine thousand. In this town are the 
Government house and other public buildings 
and several churches, one of which, at least, 
makes good-a claim to be considered archi- 
tecturally handsome. The Government is ex- 
ercised by a single chamber composed of three 
crown Officials, seven members appointed by 
the Crown and ten elected by the rate-payers. 

The people of St. Kitts are spoken of as 
Kittefonians, and are, as well they may be, 
very proud of their island, of its scenery and 
its wonderful fertility. But few of the houses 
are well or substantially bullt, indeed most of 
the dwellings are constructed of wood, while 
those occupied by the negroes are miserable 
shanties. A few ofthe better class of houses 
are built ofa grayish stone or of rough ma- 
sonery covered with white plaster and roofed 
with old-fashioned red tiles that contrast 
pleasantly in color with the rich green foliage 
of the palms and stately trees, growing in 
gardens and along the streets. 

Some of these dwelling houses stand in the 
midst of private grounds, shut in from view 
5 high unsightly stone walls, most inhospit- 
able and bare looking. It seems to me selfish 
and inexcusably exclusive to wall in such 
wonderful gardens, and for no apparantly 
good reason, but the desire to wall out the 
passers-by. ‘‘While walking along the streets 
of Basseterre, one is constantly tempted to 
ask the passer-by for a boost’’ to enable one 
to get a short 2 at the shrubs, ferns and 
flowers. The palms redr their gracetul crowns 
high overhead; mango, tamarind, ceiba and 
endless varieties of wide-spreading trees, lift 
their branches above the enclosures; the 
broad leaves of bananas and plantains wave 
like banners in the air; here and there flam- 
boyant trees in full bloom, covered with ma- 
genta blossoms, present a startling contrast 
to the network of green foliage that surrounds 
them. These truly magnificent trees are to be 
seen everywhere at this time of the year, bear- 
ing glowing masses of flowers in color re- 
sembling those of the rhododendron. 

Mr. Paton speaks most highly of the hospi- 
tality of the West Indian Islanders generally. 
Wherever the ship touche ts passengers 
were welcomed with open arms by the island- 
ers and treated to the best the island afforded. 
Mr. Paton is evidently a gentleman who ap- 
preciates the pleasures of the table and in- 
dulges a special weakness forfruits. Long and 
eloquent are his praises of the delicious edi- 
bles and fruits so. freely placed 
at his disposal during the cruise. ‘’Anb-h! 
those little black Antigua pine-apples,’’ 
he remarks on one occasion at the conclusion 
of a burst of epicurean eloquence: ‘‘juicier, 
tenderer and pulpier, more fruity, more fra- 
grant than any fruit I had ever befure tasted, 
How tantalizing the craving for their rich 
flavor, their delieate fragrance that haunts 
about the memories of my visit to Antigua 
the garden in which grows this fruit of the 
Hesperides.’’ 

Antigua lies eight or ten miles to the 
eastward, directly ahead ot the Barraconta. 
In these latitudes day comes unheralded by 
dawn as night is unpreceded by the gloaming. 
The transition fom darkness to sunlight is 
almost instantaneous. 80 it was that morn- 
ing when we first beheld the biessed 
land of Santa Maria de la Antigua, 
One moment lying in shadow beneath 
the stars, then it put on all the tints and colors 
of meadow and valley of coming harvest, of 
palms and fruit trees.’’ 

The inhabitants of Antigua number not far 
from 36,000 souls, of whom about 9,800 are 
whites. Antigua was long ago denuded, 
entirely, of primeval forests, indeed there are 
but few trees growing upon the hiliside or in 
the bottom lands. Nevertheless the heart of 
the island is exceedingly fertile; there ver- 
dant meadows and savannahs alternate with 
cultivated cane-pieces. Here, as at 8. 
Christopher, when the Barraconta dropped 
surrounded | 
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tition as an unwarrantable invasion of their 


ancient monopoly as ferrymen. 

A shallow bar separating the river from the 
outer harbor of St. Johns renders the ap- 
proach to the former both difficultand dan- 
gerous—as witness the fact—a large bark in 
trying to beat up the narrow channel a few 
days before our arrival had gone hard 
aground on the sand, where we saw her heeled 
over, the water rising to the hatch-combings, 
slowly breaking up, not worth the price of the 
nails in her timbers. 

Antigua is subject to frequent earthquakes, 
therefore the buildings are constructed of 
wood and seldom more than two stories in 
height. The negro quarters are miserable 
shanties, filthy, unwholesome, badly built, 
ready to fall to pleces or to be blown away dy 
the first hurricane. Some ot the better class 
of dwellings are surrounded by trees. shrubs, 
exquisite ferns and wonderful treasures of 
flowers and graceful growing things. 

Everywhere sugar-cane. Nothing but sugar- 
cane! Why should any one expect to see any 
other crop? Why should the planters ia the 
West Indies waste labor and time in —— 
grain? Why, indeed? Has nat the iden 
of one of the greatest railroads in the Western 
part of the United States of America who vis- 
ited the Caribbees in the Barraconta on the 
trip preceding mine, after carefully 
calculating the relative value of a crop of 
corn anda crop of sugar, announced that an 
acre of cane will produce ten times as much in 
marketable value as the same acre planted 
with maize. That may be, Mr. Railroad Presi- 
dent, „„ butcurrentrumor has it that 
all, or nearly all the sugar estates in the 
British West Indies are heavil mortgaged ; 
it is asserted on all sides that a forced sale of 
any of them would fail to realize a sum equal 
to five years’ interest on the mortgages with 
which they are encumbered. These state- 
ments I make guardedly and wish them to be 
accepted as testimony offered by many people 
of the Caribbeea with whom I had conversa- 
tion on the subject. 

All the Caribbean towns have well-stocked 
libraries of carefully selected books. In all 
these libraries are to be found the best writ- 
ings of celebrated authors, especially of those 
who flourished during the last century and the 
first half of this. Dominica or Sabbath Island 
is particularly interesting on account of the 
warlike history of its aboriginal race. One 
author says: ‘ 

Of all the Caribbees, Dominica most awak- 
ened my curiosity and excited my imagina- 
tion. It seemed so inaccessible, so myste- 
rious, a great wilderness in the midst of the 
sea, unexplored and unexplorable. * * ® 
The legions of its ill-fated people seem to 
haunt the mountain heights and valleys 
where they longest made a stand in defense of 
their old homes, as echoes calling back from 
hilland glen, 

In the least explored mountain retreats and 
— valleys of Dominigathere still ex- 

sts a miserable remnant of this once powerful 
and numerous nation, afew wretched surviv- 
ors, preserving some traditions, and until 
within a few years a vestige of the ancient 
language of a great and warlike people—the 
undisputed, unconquerable masters of all the 
Caribbean islands in years gone by. Foryears 
and years after the coming of ColumDus the 
‘‘Caribs’’ and the ‘‘Cannibals,’’ the ‘‘rob- 
bers’’ and the ‘‘Man-eaters’’ successfully re- 
sisted all attempted invasions, and were only 
after ages deprived of their inheritance as the 
ancient Britons were in the end dispossessed 
by the Danes and Norsemen. Inch by inch, 
foot by foot, in contMued struggle 
the natives defended their island 
settlements. Itis the old story of the North 
Americans over again, of savage races in all 
parts of the world when in conflict with Eu- 
ropeans. * * There remains now of the 
ancient possessors of these islands but a 
handful at Dominica and a wretched dand of 
half-breeds (half Carib, half runaway slave) 
on the island of St. Vincent, nor will it be 
many years until the last Carib shall be gath- 
ered to his forefathers, leaving ——.— ut a 
tradition—the imperfectly remembered stery 
of a once mighty people. 

Fain would we accompany our travelers to 
Martinique and Barbados, to Dem- 
erara with its Hindoo citizens and 
to Trinidad with its vultures and vampires. 
But our ship is not provisioned for soe 
long a voyage, nor bave we 800 8vo pages at 
our command. In the fullness of time our 
travelers, as we must do, left the islands of 
unending summer and perpetual harvest for 
the land of snowdrop and oriole, of dogwood 
and of bobolink, arriving safe in New York 
harbor without having encountered a single 


storm throughout the journey.

SENSATIONAL TROUBLE IN ST. PAUL'S 
CHURGH IN BELLEVILLE. 


Nearly Forty Lady Members Withdraw Be- 
cause They Object to Pastor Sterger’s 
Conduct—The Cause of the Trouble—Pas- 
tor Sterger Explains His Position and De- 
nies Scandalous Statements—News From 
Belleville. 9

The climax to a sensation, which has been 
brewing in St. Paul’s Free Protestant Church 
in Belleville, was reached Sunday afternoon, 
when a number of the most prominent ladies 
of the Frauenverein, the Church Society, with- 
drew because of their opposition to the reten- 
tion of the pastor, Rev. A. F. Sterger, by the 
Board of Trustees in the face of charges pre- 
ferred against him of having been familiar with 
several lady members ofthe congregation. The 
first lady to tender her resignation was Mrs. 
Frederika Althoff, the President of the 
Society. Mrs. Augusta Moehlmann, the 
Treasurer, and Miss Lina Piltham, the Secrea 


tary, then tendered their resignations, and 
the following ladies aiso announced their 
intention of withdrawing:

There has been trouble brewing in St. 
Paul's Church for quite a year. The pastor, 

REV. A. F. STERGER, 
is a short and well-fed man of about 45 years. 
He is married, has three children, 
speaks little English reads less, 
and came to Belleville about four years 
ago from West Franklin, Ky. He is a native 
of Weisheim, Prussia, and St. Paul's Church is 
composed of Germans. The conditions of 
membership are that the candidate 
shall be of good repute, and shall pay 
$3 annually into the church. No creed is 
to be subscribed to. A candidate is not 
required to believe anything. 
Sterger emulates the 
Beecher and a religion 
humanity. The Frauenverien is an auxilliary 
society of women; mosi of whom are members 
of 8t. Paul’s Church, though not all. This 
auxilliary takes upon itself the annual bali 
and all the socialg of the church. The 
troubles of the congregation . have 
fermented among these ladies. The 
ROW OF SUNDAY 
is described by the Secretary as follows: We 
were disgusted with the conduct of Pastor 
Sterger and decided to leave the church, and 
forty of us agreed to resign. We were going 
to do it properly, but on Sunday, when we 
assembled in the school-room at the 
pastor’s house, three men were in the 
room, John Roth, Jonn Krug and Philip 
Schaeffer, and they said they were a com- 
mittee from the congregation to ask the so- 
ciety to take up a concert for the benefit of 
the church. Mrs. Althoff told them we 
would send a written answer, and they 
were not satisfied and insisted 
upon remaining until the officers 
then occupying positions in the society, 
should resign, as they heard we intended to 
Isald I would resign then and leave the 
The ladies who had agreed to do 80 
to leave and Phillip Schaeffer 
walked up to the President's desk and 
ordered us out of the room. Then there 
was fun. I don’t know what was said. 
Everyone was talking at once. Mrs. Mary 
Neu now rushed up to the desk and told 
Mrs. Bauman, the Vice- President, 
to get possession of the books, 
just as if we were going to steal them. 
There was an awful scene; weleftthe room 
and the members who stayed elected Mrs. 
Neu President and Mrs. John Mueller Secre- 
tarp. They tried to elect Mrs. Charlotte 
Woerschner Secretary but she would not 
take it. 

„What was the cause of the disgust you 
speak ot?“ 

We have had letters in our possession written 
by a female member of the congregation to the 
pastor. One ofthese letters was making an 
appointment to meet him at Hinckley’s mill 
at 8 o’clock in the evening. Mrs. Sterger 
got this letter and went with Mrs. Klin- 
genfus to the mill, They saw the woman 
there, but could not catch her, as Mrs. Kling⸗ 
enfus fell down while they were running 
toward her and the woman got away. In 
another letter this woman said she had been 
to Hinckley’s mill to meet the pastor, but did 
not expect to see him there, after the 
letter he had written her. In another she 
made an appointment to meet him In St. Louis 
and said she would go to St. Louis by the L. & 
N., and told him to take the Pittsburg 
Road, as she was afraid the Pittsburg trdin- 
Mrs. Sterger showed 
these letters to Dr. Schoell, and the pastor 
wrote the doctor a letter begging him not to 
say anything about them. The doctor gave 
that tothe ladies of the Frauenverien when 
we asked for it. 

DR. STERGER 

was seen at his home adjoining the church. 
„The stories that connect my name with the 
woman you mention,’’ he said, ‘‘are false, 
Suppose she did write some letters. There 
was nothing in any of them of 
a compromising character and don’t 
you think it is poor business stealing letters 
written by a lady? The lady was prominent in 
the Frauenverlin and these people are mak- 
ing trouble. She frequentiy wrote to me on 
matters of business. There was never any- 
thing improper in the letters.’’ 

Philip Schaeffer, Secretary of the Board of 
Trustees, refused to talk about the letters. He 
would not say whether it was true or not true 
that the board had letters in its possession. 

THE LADY IN THE CASE. 

The lady with whom Mr. Sterger’s name has 
been associated is the wife of a prominent 
Belleville citizen now living in Colo- 
rado. She is a very handsome woman 
and of excellent education. She is also pos- 
essed ot artistic talent, It has been chiefly 
owing to a desire to save her and her family 
from public scandal that the parties having 
the etiers between ber and the pas- 
tor in their possession have been loth to give 
them out for publication, and they intend to 
keep them from the light of day unless the 
pastor refuses to resign, in which event they 
announce their intention of forcing him to do 
so by publishing the letters which have come 
into their possession. 

THE TROUBLE 

agaihst the pastor was first aroused about six 
months ago, and the reports of his intimacy 
with a certain lady member of the congrega- 
tion, grew out of his ‘wife’s indiscretion in 
showing several letters addressed to her hus- 
band by the lady in question, which she found 
one day in his desk. These letters are said to 
be very loving episties, and furnished the 
foundation for the charges against the pastor. 
On January 15,the day for the election of a pas- 
tor fer the ensuing 4 Rev. Sterger was 
chosen by a vote of forty to twenty, but as 
over three-fourths of the members of the con- 

regation were not present, this vote was not 
by any means considered an expression of the 
congregatioh’s desire to retain the old pastor.

It will be difficult for our tron 
masters to believe that under the new process 
iron ore, after submitting it to the ordinary 
smelt is taken from the furnace to the rolling- 
mill and turned into sheet iron, yet such is 
the case, there being, to my certain 
knowledge, three furnaces in this country 
now in full operation and working with 
great success. There can be but little doubt 
that the new invention will create a perfect 
revolution in manufacture of charcoal iron. 
Whether the process can be used with equal 
advantage where coke is the fuel I cannot pos- 
itively assert, as the furnacssI refer to are 
worked with charcoal. I am, however, as- 
sured that an experiment made with coke was 
crowned with equal success.’’

THE SENATE. 


WASHINGTON, D. O., February 8.—Among 
the Executive communications presented and 
referred were the following: From the Presi- 
dent with a draft of a billtoaccept and ratif 
an agreement with the Shoshone and Bannock 
Indians for the surrender of a part of the 
Fort Hall reservation in Idaho, for 
a town site; and fora right of way to the Utah

retary of the Treasury in response to Mur. 
Frye’s resolution ofthe 20th of January as to 
agreements arrived at with the Dominion of 
Oanada touching the transportation of goods 
in bond,etc. ; from the Secretary of War, an ab- 
stract of the militia forces in the United States; 
from the Secretary of the Interior, with sug- 
gestions of legislation for the proper disposal 
of public timber lands. 

r. Morrill introduced a joint resolution ap- 
pointing Andrew J. White a member of the 
‘Smithsonian Board of Regents. Laid over. 

The resolution offered some days since by 
Mr. Frye, instructing the committing on for- 
eign relations to prepare a statement,

QUEER LANGUAGES. 


Some Savages Talk by Whistling — Some 
Drum—Others Pinch Fingers. 


From the St. James Gazette. 

At the last meeting of the Berlin Anthropo- 
logical Society, Lieut. Quedenfeldt, a German 
officer, who has lived on Gomero Island, one 
of the Canary group, described a whistling 
language which is used by the inhabitants. 
The language does not consist of any ar- 
bitrary series of signals or sounds; it 
is described as ordinary speech trans- 


lated into articulate whistling, each 
syllable having its own appropriate tone. 
The Gomero uses both fingers and lips when 
whistling, and Lieut. Quedenfeldt asserts that 
he can c on a conversation witha neigh- 
bor a mile off, who perfectly understands all 
he is saying. The practice is confined to 
Gomero Island, and is quite unknown in the 
other islands of the Archipelago. The adop- 
tion of the whistling language is said to be due 
to the peculiar geological construction of 
Gomero Island. Itis traversed by numerous 
gullies and deep ravines running out in all 
directions from the central plateau. As — 4 
are not bridged they can only be crossed wit 
great difficulty; hence a man living withina 
stone’s throw of another ina straight line has 
often to go around many miles when he wishes 
to see and speak to his neighbor. This, it is 
conjectured, led to the adoption of whistlin 
asa useful means of communication, whic 
has gradually assumed the proportions of a 
true substitute for speech. It is described as 
being anything but unpleasing to the ear. 

This reminds one of the drum language of 
the natives of the Cameroons, mentioned in 
Bucholz’ beok on West Africa, by means of 
which the most complicated messages can be 
conveyed to villagers at a distance when occa- 
sions necessitate it. For this purpose a pecu- 
liarly-shaped drum is employed. By dividing 
the surface into uneven halves the instrument 
on being struck may be made to yield two dis- 
tinct notes. -y these end shortening or 
lengthening the intervals between each note, 
a code is established with a regular sequence 
of gaps, strokes and intervals capabie of ex- 
préasing every syliable in the language. All 
the natives understand this code, and so high- 
ly elaborated is it, that a chief can by its 
means summon to his presence any villager 
whom he desires to see, intimating to the 
latter at the same time the purpose for which 
he is required. In this way, too, messages 
can be sent from vyillage to village 
over, wide stretches 94 country—the 
drummer in one hamlet transmitting to the 
next the signais he hears—and with extraor- 
din rapidity. Buchholz had proof on one 
occasion of the utility of this drum language 
and its * as a medium of communi, 
cation.

SUBJECTS OF THE PAPERS. 

The ‘‘papers’’ or branches in which the ex- 
amination was held were five, but one paper 
sometimes had several divisions. The first 
paper was dictation. The applicant had to 
write from dictation at the rate of ten words a 
minute. The object of this was to show what 
the penmanship was when special care was 
not taken with it. 

The second paper included copying, abbre- 
viations and spelling. The copying was to see 
how long it would take to transcribe so many 
words; the abbreviations were of ten com- 
monly- used words, and the spelling was of 
twenty ordinary words. 

The third paper was arithmetic. The ques- 
tions in this were to express figures in words, 
and vice versa; to express in words figures and 
signs; to solve several two and three problem 
questions; to flnd the unexpended balance in 
two tables, one of appropriations, the other 
of expenditures; to find the value of a certain 
number of stamps, envelopes, etc., and to do 
simple multiplication and division. 

Letter writing was the fourth branch and 
consisted of composing an address of about 
one hündred and twenty-five words to the 
Civil-Service Commissioners, making applica- 
tion for a position and stating previous busi- 
ness experience. 

The fifth and last was geography, or, as Mr. 
Culkin facetiously explained it, old familiar 
jog.’’

THE SHOOTING. 

Sullivan was absent from the city when this 
was published, and the men did not get to- 
gether untillast Saturday. On Saturday after- 
noon Sullivan was sitting in a billiard saloon 
reading a paper, when Ellis walked in, ap- 
proached a cigar stand and bought a plug of 
tobacco. Ina momeng both men had pistols 
out and were firing. Eye-witnesses differ as 
to who fired the first shot. About a dozen 
shots were fired, and Ellis staggered back- 
ward gasping for breath. He was struck by 
three of the six bullets. Two made slight 
wounds in the face, but the third went clear 
through him to the skinof his back. The 
bullet was easily extracted, and the wounded 
man laid on his left side. 

Ellis claimed that he was reaching for money 
to pay for a cigar when Sullivan began shoot- 
ing. Ellis says the cylinder of his pistol 
would not work, adding: ‘‘If I had had my old 
pistol I would have shot him sure.’’ Sullivan 
claims that Ellis made a dive for his pistol 
first, and it was this that made him (Sullivan) 
pull his and begin the firing. Tom Ellis was a 
very small man, not more than 6 feet 6, and 
weighed about 100 pounds. His general ap- 
pearance was that of a consumptive.

LOCAL MANUFACTURERS EAGER FOR THE 
CONVENTION ON FEBRUARY 15, 


At Which They Think the Yoke of the Wash- 
burn & Moen Monopoly Will Be Cast Off 
Entirely—Royalty Paid in 8t. Louis— 
Amount of Wire Manufactured Here—A 
Grievance and the Remedy Proposed. 


The local barb-wire men are talking of 
nothing but the general convention that will 
be held in St. Louis on February 15, at which a 
stand will be taken by the scores of companies 
claiming the right to use the Glidden patent of 
the Washburn & Moen concern, and to cease 
paying royalties on the other wires controlled 
by the same corporation. It is needless to 
say that the proceedings will be very lively 
and the fight, of which the meeting 
may be taken as the rallying point, 
a bitter one. While expressing them- 
selves very freely to one another, 
the barb wire people bave not much to say for 
publication, and it is easy to see that they are 
biding their time, confidently expecting 
that the final issue will be in their favor. Itis 
openly hinted by some of them that the decis- 
ion rendered at Dubuque, Io., last month, by 
United States Judge Shirars, against the 
Washburn & Moen Manufacturing Company, 
which sued the Beat-’Em-All Company for in- 
fringement of patent, was secretly counte- 
nanced and instigated by United States Circuit 
Judge Brewer, who, in deciding for the 
Washburn & Moen people, some time ago, 
openly admitted that the real merits of the 
case for the plaintiffs were extremely doubt - 
ful. The Glidden patent is the most important 
one under the control of the Washburn & 
Moen people, J. L. Elwood of De Kalb, III., 
who is a part owner, being credited with hav- 
ing amassed as much as $7,000,000 through its 
instrumentality. A barb-wire representative 
to-day said thatthe idea afloat that royalties 
were paid on 

THE GLIDDEN PATENT 
was erroneous, as Washburn, Moen and El- 
wood did not permit anyone but themselves 
to manufacture this particular wire. How- 
ever, as it costs the other companies about 25 
cents more per hundred pounds than the most 
expensive of the remaining patented articies, 
whereas its cost of manufacture is about the 
same, there is to all intents and purposes a 
royalty of 25 cents paid on each 100 pounds. 
The Glidden wire ig not in 
use by the local firms, but 
they deal largely in other wires controlled by 
the Washburn & Moen people, on which a 
royalty of 15 cents per 100 is paid. The Amer- 
ican and Southern companies of St. Louis 
have been paying out about $200 per day in 
this way, amounting probably to as much as 
$120,000 in the past two years. Taken alto- 
gether throughout the country the tribute 
exacted yearly must be estimated 
IN THE MILLIONS, 

as the barb-wire industry is perhaps in point 
of magnitude second to none in the United 
States. 

Referring more particularly to St. Louis, the 
manufacture of barb-wire is one of the lead- 
ingfeatures of hercommerce. The trade is 
nearly always brisk, and though a large fac- 
tory van turn out from two hundred to three 
hundred miles of the coming fence each day 
the flow of orders seems to no wise abate. 
After the passage and enforcement of the 
interstate commerce act the railroads centering 
here made rates which in the matter of iron 
and rails were largely unfavorable to and dis- 
criminated against local interests, but in the 
fall the matter was adjusted and St. Louis re- 
stored to its old equality with Pittsburg where 
Texas trade was concerned. There still re- 
mains to the barb- wire men, however, 

A CAUSE OF GRIEVANCE. 

They say the rate on barb wire and rails be- 
tween Pittsburg and the Pacific coast is 99 cents 
while the rate between St. Louis and the West 
is 8 cents, although at the same time the 
tariff between Pittsburg and St. Louis is 18 
cents. In other words, the Pittsburg man can 
ship direct to California for 99 cents, while it 
costs the St. Louis jobber $1.08 for the same 
shipment when he stops it over in this city. It 
is contended that only the sum of the locals 
should be charged, and the 4 cents discrimina- 
tion be abolished, but it is doubtful if the rail- 
roads will take any action in the matter.

THE PATRON OF THE PUGILISTS DENIES 
THE CHARGES AGAINST HIM. 


He Claims to Have „Aided and Abetted” 
Glove Contests, but Not Prize Fights—The 
Details of the Case—Holske Writes an In- 
teresting Letter From Londen—Sporting 
News and Notes. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DIsPATCH. 

New Tonk, February 8.—Inspector Will- 
iams’ attention was called to the last'Satur - 
day’s issue of the Police Gazette, wherein it 
was stated thataforfeit of $100 a side was 
posted with Richard K. Fox foraprize fight 
between Patrick Farley of Brooklyn and 
Thomas Doris of Yonkers. There was a large 
crowd of sporting men present at the formula- 
tion of the match at the office of the newspa- 
per. Among them were Joe Courtney of 
Brooklyn, Thomas Gardiner of Manchester, 
England, John Conroy, Warren Lewis, 
Michael Quinn and Andrew Kelly, Alexander 
Brown, Edward Graham, B. Joseph Rus- 
sell, Thos. Clancey, Thos, Lavin, Thos. 
Cunningham and John 8. Nevins. Articles of 
agreement were signed for Farley and Doris to 
fight at catch weights on February 26 for $250 
a side, and a final deposit of $150 a side was to 
be posted at the Police Gazette office February 
20. Frank Stevenson was agreed upon as ref - 
eree, and the fight was to take place within 
100 miles of this city. 

Inspector Williams concluded that Mr. Fox 
had violated the law in holding stakes. Sec- 
tion 460 of the Penal Code reads: 

Betting on stakeholding on fights—a person 
who bets, stakes or wagers money or other 
property upon the result of such a fight or 
encounter, or who holds or undertakes to 


hold money or other property so staked and 
wagered to be delivered to or for the benefit of 
the winner thereof, is guilty of a misde- 
meanor. 

A misdemeanor is punishable by a year’s 
imprisonment orafine or both, at the dis- 
cretion of the court. 

Yesterday the Inspector and Sergeant Price 
appeared atthe Tombs and laid the matter 
before Justice Power. A warrant was prompt 
ly drawn by Clerk Dolan. Inspector Williams 
called at Mr. Fox’s residence at No, 2038 Lex- 
ington avenue yesterday morning, and the 
latter accompanied the Inspector to the 
Tombs. Mr. Fox was allowed to visit the 
office of his lawyer, Abe Hummel, and after- 
wards the two, followed by the Inspector, 
entered the court-room, 

The Sun informed its readers in the evening 
that ‘‘Jere Dunn, Toddy Elliott, Abe Levitt’’ 
and other sporting men were presentin the 
court-room. Jere Dunn was not there. Abe 
Levitt was there to answer a summons issued 
atthe request of his wife, Lottie Levitt, the 
actress. hat’s all. 

In answer to the questions put to him by the 
Inspector Mr. Fox said that he was born in 
Ireland 41 years ago and that he was a pub- 
Usher. 

Mr. Hummel informed the Court that the 
fight to take place was to be the exact coun- 
terpartof that one which Judge Barrett had 
characterized as legal on the occasion of the 
Sullivan—Greenfield exhibition. The little 
— ord wanted the case settled at once, but 
Justice Power had to hold court in the special 
sessions, and it was adjourned. Mr. Fox was 
paroled in the custody of his counsel. 

The law under which Mr. Fox was arrested 
has never before been enforced, and has been 
regarded as a dead letter. Mr. Fox said: ‘‘The 
whole trouble has been caused by some crank. 
There was not going to be a prize-fight, nor 
did I receive a forfeit of $100. The fact is, that 
I did not know anything whatever about the 
matter untill was placed under arrest. The 
principals and their backers came to my office 
and, as is the custom, saw Mr. Harding, the 
sporting editor. Whether or not they posted 
$100 with him I don’t know, but they may have 
done 60. 

The article which appeared in my paper 
stated that the contest was to be according to 
the Police Gazette rules. These rules govern 
the exhibitions which are frequently given by 
the Union League, Manhattan and other clubs 
and provide for gloves. As for aiding and 
abetting a prize fight, why that’s all bosh. 
The case of Sullivan and Greenfield, who were 
arrested at Madison Square Garden and which 
was decided by Judge Barrett is similar to 
my use. 

n speaking of the arrest, Frank Stevenson 
said: It is an outrage. There was not 
going to be a prize fight, as the agreement 
willshow. Idon’t think the authorities can 
hold Fox.“ 

Inspector Williams said that a resolution 
adopted at the last meeting of the Society for 
the Suppression of Vice was sent to the Police 
Commissioners by Secretary Gildersleeve, 
which stated that the society had been in- 
formed that a prize tightin which Mr. Fox was 
interested would shortly occur, and asked the 
Commissioner to preventit. This resolution 
was banded to Inspector Williams, who last 
week called uponMr. Fox and warned him 
against permitting the fight to proceed. Mr. 
Fox denied all Knowledge of the matter. 
There the matter rested until the announce- 
ment appeared in Saturday’s Police Gazette 
and then the Inspecter swore out the warrant 
for Fox’s arrest.

Cattle Driven by Blizzards Die in Hundreds 
Piled Up Against These Barriers—Stam- 
pedes, What Causes Them, What They 
Cost and How They Are Prevented—Some 
Queer Facts. 


Barnard L. Hopkins, a large cattle-owner of 
Miles Oity, Mont., arrived in the city last 
night, and is atthe Lindell. In conversation 
with a POST-DISPATCH reporter Mr. Hopkins 
said: ‘‘In spite of the cold weather that has 
prevailed, the losses of cattle have not been 
nearly as serious as was anticipated. 
The cattlemen thought that after 
the fearful blizzards that visited the 
Northwest, from 30 to 50 per cent of their 
herds would be found dead on the ground, but 
much to their surprise when theirrahge-riders 
were sent out, andthe dead counted, it be- 
came evident that the loss would fall below 5 
per cent. The cause ofthis very small mor- 
tality, as compared with the fearful loss of last 
year, is explained by the fact tha“ the condi- 
tions ofgthe ranges is different. Last year 
they were very much overcrowded, 
the sheltered ranges which had 
formerly been reserved for the 
winter had been grazed over in the 
summer, and when the storms came there was 
no place where the cattle could obtain both 
shelter and food, and they accordingly died 
by thousands. But this loss of last year, 
severe as it was, has been, in the opinion of 
all far-sighted cattlemen, of immense benefit 
to the entire northwestern cow country, and 
was worth more than it cost. The herds now 
are not too large for the ranges, and the con- 
sequerice is that the loss from inclemencies 
of the weather has been very small. 
Cows do not freeze to death easily, 


if they are well fed, but if in poor condition 
they cannot endure the cold, and when cut off 
from food for a day or two by a heavy snow- 
fall they die by hundreds. Last year fifty 
died of starvation to one that died solely from 
exposure, and the starvation was occasioned 
solely by overstocking the ranges. It used to 
be the practice to 
DRIVE THE CATTLE 

away from the lands lying in sheltered places 
among the foothills, and in winter, when the 
winds drove the herds to seek protection, 
they found fine grass on which 
they lived untill the storms abated. But with 
overstocked ranges this was impossible, and a 
loss of from 40 to 60 per cent was the result. 
But to-day the condition of affairs is much 
more favorable, the excess of cattle has been 
removed inthe only way it probably ever could 
have been gotten rid of, the cattlemen have 
learned the dangers that threaten them, and 
will in future provide against them. One 
change has been made which has proved of 

reat benefit. In all parts of Montana and Da- 
Fote wire fences have been torn down and now 
few can be found. They proved themselves 
to be peculiarly fatal, as cattle would drift be- 
fore the wind until they struck the fence, 
when they would stand still until they 
dropped. In a climate like that of the North- 
west free range is as essential as abundant 
grass, as oattle always move before the wind, 
and can travel scores of miles until a sheltered 
spot is found, but will not move a foot against 
a blizzard, and it is therefore absolutely es- 
sential to their safety that no artificial obstacie 
should be raised to impede their 
free movement in any direction. Taught 
by bitter experience, the cattlemen will never 
again put up fences,or overstock their ranges, 
and a return of the palmy days ofa few years 
ago may be confidently anticipated. 

Another change has been made by the ex- 
perience of the last few years,’’ Mr. Hopkins 
went on to say, ‘‘and that is the abandonment 
of mixed herds and the substitution of beef 
steers. This Was tried many years ago, but 
all the steers purchased were young Texans, 
fresh from tie trail,

as they were called. These cattle would reach 
the ranges late in the fall, after a long and 
fatiguing march, and in poor condition. Be- 
fore they had gained flesh and strength a win- 
terfar exceeding in severity anything they 
had ever experienced would set in,and the 
consequence would be that few would survive. 
Later experiments have, however, proved 
that Texans which have been wintered on 
the great ranges of the central cattie 
district and driven North in the spring, do 
admirably and contracts for these cattle have 
been made this winter, and thousands will
